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REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  STAFF 


1 .  Report  of  the  Exoontive  Secretary 


Our  Church  Schools  have  experienced  a  grov^th  in  membership  of  ±3%  dur- 
ing the  past  quadrenniun  and  of  39%  since  19U3.    The  19^1  nembership  was 
115,903  of  which  8,975  were  officers  and  teachers.    The  average  attendance  in 
1951  was  SkflQ^s  an  increase  of  1$%  for  the  quadrenniuia  and  of  ^2%  since 
19U7«    There  has  been  a  1%  increase  in  the  number  of  church  schools  for  the 
quadronnium.    Statistics  for  the  past  year  are  not  yet  available  but  wo  are 
confident  they  will  shov;'  additional  increases.    The  statistical  summary  on 
the  back  of  this  bulletin  prepared  by  Dr,  Walter  Towner  indicates  progress 
over  a  period  of  eight  years, 

Chiarch  School  giving  to  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences  on 
Fourth  Sundays  v^as  $39,602  in  1951,  a  gain  of  19%  for  the  quadrenniura  and  of 
102^  since  19U3»    ViTe  are  confident  there  will  be  an  increase  in  this  item 
this  year. 

Church  School  nonbers  joining  the  Church  on  profession  of  faith  totaled 
3,179  in  1951,  a  gain  of  109  for  the  quadronnium.    This  represents  7$%  of  all 
members  received  into  the  church  on  profession  of  faith  that  year.    Thus  we 
see  that  the  Church  School  continues  to  be  the  greatest  evangelizing  agency 
that  we  have. 

Church  School  Rally  Day  giving  the  past  year  was  ^^h,^23»Q$,  an  increase 
of  $0%  over  1951  and  of  333^  over  19^0.    This  giving  represents  $6%  of  our 
goal  of  $8,000.00.    Two  hundred  and  forty-six  charg^^s  reached  the  goal  of  an 
amount  equal  to  l/o  of  the  pastor's  salary.    83^  of  the  charges  contributed, 
leaving       charges  and  many  more  individual  churches  that  made  no  contribu- 
tion at  all. 

Other  special  offerings  v>rcre  as  follov/s;    Methodist  Student  Day,  for  the 
National  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund,  Ol^UOO.OO,  an  increase  of  h2%  over  the 
previous  year;  Race  Relations  Sunday  for  Paine  College,  Xjigusta,  Georgia, 
-^2,790.00,an  increase  of  35%  over  the  previ  us  year;  Childhood  Sunday  for 
the  Children's  building  at  Lake  Junaluska,  |8U0.00,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$1,9^0.00  to  be  raised  by  our  conference  for  this  project. 


Leadership  Training  continues  to  be  a  major  activity  in  our  program. 
Twenty-six  standard  Christian  V/orkers'  Schools  were  held  with  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  2,925  and  1,800  course  cards  of  credit  were  issued.    Additional  in- 
formal schools  and  classes  v/ere  held,    Subdistrict  institutes  were  held 
throughout  the  conference.    Attendance  at  camps,  assemblies,  and  vacation 
schools  . was  excellent  and  the  quality  of  work  vias  perhaps  the  best  ever. 
Thirteen  delegates  attended  the  Leadership  School  and  forty  the  Adult  Convo^ 
cation  at  Lake  Junaluska,    Five  delegates  attended  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion Audio- Visual  Vforkshop  at  Atlanta. 

Full-time  Workers  in  Christian  Education  are  employed  in  twenty-three 
churches  of  our  conference^    A  conference-wide  meeting  of  these  directors 
was  held  in  Durham  in  January. 

Thirty-five  volunteer  District  Directors  of  children's  work,  interme- 
diate vrcrk,  youth  work,  adult  work,  and  general~church  school  work,  rendered 
invaluable  service  to  the  program  throughout  the  year.    A  Planning  Conference 
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for  these  directors  and  the  District  Superintendents  to  plan  the  program  of 
Christian  education  for  the  new  year  was  held  in  Goldsboro  in  September, 


Camp  Don-Lee  is  rapidly  becoming  the  youth  training  center  of  our  con- 
ference." Twelve  weeks  of  camping  were  held  this  sximmer  with  a  total  atten- 
dance of  983  youth  and  adult  counselors.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  ovir  conference,  camps  for  junior  boys  and  girls  were  held,  the  original 
two  weeks  scheduled  for  these  camps  was  extended  to  three  weeks  and  still 
boys  and  girls  had  to  be  t-urned  away. 

During  the  past  year  $lii,U91.8ii  was  contributed  by  232  charges  for  the 
Camp  Don-Lee  Building  Fund  as  of  October  13. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  completion  of  the  camp  during  the  next  four 
years.    Approximately  $90,000.00  is  needed  to  realize  this  goal.    It  is 
sincerely  hoped  that  each  pastoral  charge  will  accept  an  apportionment  and 
continue  the  Christmas  offering  throughout  the  ensuing  quadrennium. 


The  Board  Staff  renders  a  number  of  special  servicGS  for  the  churches 
of  the  conference e    Among  them  are  the  following:    maintains  a  Loan  Library 
of  books  and  a  Rental  Library  01  audio-visual  resources,  provides  free  pam- 
phlet service,  counsels  with  pastors  and  church  school  workers  and  sends 
letters  and  materials  to  them  periodically  for  their  help  and  information, 
and  serves  as  a  clearing  house  for  those  who  seek  help  and  information. 


The  Wesley  Foundations  and  Methodist  Student  Fellowships  minister  to 
the  religious  life  of  our  stu3enl>s  on  the  college  and  university  campuses 
of  the  state-    The  Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Religious  Work, 
of  which  Dr.  YL  A.  Stanbury  of  Asheboro,  is  Chairman  and  Rev.  C.  P,  Morris, 
of  Durham,  is  Secretary-Treasurer,  supervises  this  work.    Rev.  R.  Harold 
Hipps,  of  Greensboro,  is  the  state  director^    Six  full-time  Chaplains  are 
employed  as  follows;    U.  N.  C.  at  Chapel  Hill,  Rev.  Joel  Savoll;  State  and 
Meredith  Colleges  at  Raleigh,  Rev.  James  H.  Overton,  Jr. j  Duke  University 
at  Durham,  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Edvi-in  Spann;  W.  C.  U«  N.  C,  at  Greensboro,  Mrs, 
Don  Marsh;  E»  C.  C.  at  Greenville,  Miss  Mamiej  Chandlerj  and  A.  S.  T.  C.

The  enrollment  at  our  Methodist  Colleges  continues  to  be  very  good, 
A  total  of  bjhb'f  students  were  enrolled  in  the  regular  term  for  the  academ- 
ic year  19^1-19^2.    Faculty  and  staff  members  totaled  805»    There  wore  dis- 
tributed between  our  colleges  as  follows:    Duke  University,  lLi.,779  students, 
623  officers  and  teachers;  Duke  Divinity  School,  2^0  students  (as  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1952),  25  officers  and  teachers;  High  Point  College,  6^5  students, 
52  officers  and  teachers;  Greensboro  pollcgo,  368  students,  ^2  officers 
and  teachers;  Louisburg  College,  190  students,  22  officers  and  teachers; 
Pfeiffer  College,  215  students,  31  officers  and  teachers, 

A  total  of  1^21,500.00  has  been  paid  to  those  schools  from  the  College 
Sustaining  Fund  and  $20,000.00  from  the  regular  appropriation  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  for  a  total  of  ^^^41, 500.00  as  of  October  11,    This  amount  will 
be  substantially  increased  when  the  finances  are  all  in  hand  and  should  ap- 
proximate $82,000.00 

The  Methodist  College  Foundation,  imdor  the  direction  of  Dr.  B.  Jo- 
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scph  Martin,  Executive  Director,  is  keeping  the  needs  of  our  colleges  con- 
stantly before  our  people  in  a  very  effective  way.    He  is  c-urrently  direct- 
ing the  United  College  Appeal,  a  campaign  to  raise  one  and  one-half  million 
dollars  in  the  ViT.N.C.  Conference  for  Greensboro  College,  High  Point  College, 
Brevard  College,  and  Louisbiirg  College,    The  special  session  of  our  Annual 
Conference  in  March  endorsed  a  si:nilar  campaign  to  raise  one  million  dol- 
lars for  these  colleges  beginning  the  ensuing  conference  year. 

Four  hundred  dollars  were  contributed  by  our  conference  through  the 
Board  of  Education  to  the  North  Carolina  Pastor 'vS  School  at  Duke  University. 
One  hundred  dollars  v;arc  contributed  to  the  Duke^Supply  Pastor's  School  for 
scholarships o    Two  hundred  dollars  were  contributed  to  the  ConTiSronce  Com- 
mission on  Christian  Vocations. 


As  Executive  Secretary,  I  want  to  express  my  genuine  appreciation  for 
the  efficient  and  diligent  service  rendered  by  Revo  Curtis  Gatlin,  Director 
of  Youth  Work;  i.Ir.

The  pas- 
tors, local  church  directors  and  church  school  officials  have  been  most 
cooperative  aih3Tmvc~"given  "progressivo~rcadcrship  to  the  program  of  Chris- 
tian education  in  the  local  churches. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education  I  would  like  to  express  appreci- 
ation to  Dr.  H»  Ee  Spcnce,  iAxo  is  retiririg.  from  active  service  after  forty 
years  of  aembership  on  the  Board.    During  this  time  he  served  as  Executive 
Secretary  for  two  years,  as  Vice-President  of  the  Board  for  ono  year,  and 
as  President  of  the  Board  for  six  years. 

Goals  for  the  now  quadrennium  have  been  sut  and  v/c  are  looking  for- 
ward to  a  real  advance  in  o-'or  program  of  Christian  education.    Wc  covet 
the  prayers  and  cooperation  of  all  our  people  as  v/c  seek  to  reach  these 
goals.

Reed,  Director  of  Children's  l/Vork  of  the  Yif.N.C.  Conference,  met  with  the 
•  District  Directors  in  our  Planning  Conference  at  Goldsboro  last  fall* 

Subdistrict  Institutes  for  children's  workers  in  local  churches-  were 
held  in  most  of  the  districts  in  January o    It  is  estimated  that  these  meet- 
ings reached  800  children's  workers. 

Childhood  Sunday  and  National  Family  Yfeek  were  promoted  in  May.  An 
offerTng~o?~l^U'C7u(rwas  rec'eived  for  the  Children's  Building  at  Lake  Jiina- 
luska.

Thirty  selected  workers  attended  the  Vacation  Church  School  Coaching 
Institute  at  Wilson  in  Harch«    These  v/orkers  formed  district  teams  and  con  ■ 
ducted  subdistrict  Vacation  Church  School  Institutes  throughout  the  confer- 
ence in  April  an3~May» 

As  of  October  12,  383  churches  have  reported  Vacation  Church  Schools 
held  with  a  total  enrollment  of  2k,196  boys  and  girls w    These  figures  will 
most  likely  be  substantially  increased  when  the  reports  arc  all  in.

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5.     Report  of  Fami ly  Life  Education  Department 


During  the  current  conference  year  eleven  institutes  have 
een  held  in  various  churches,  schools,  and  communities  of  our 
conference  and  state;   the  director  has  taught  in  three  of  our 
conference  leadership  training  schools;  has  taught  three  weeks 
in  the  Louisburg  Assemijlies;   attended  and  participated  in 
three  family  life  special  conferences  and  workshops  outside 
the  North  Carolina  Conference;   assisted  pastors  and  churches 
throughout  our  conference  in  promoting  various  phases  of  the 
Christian  Family  Life  program;  provided  pre-maf  j  tal  and  m.ari- 
tal  counseling  services  for  scores  of  young  people  and  adults 
throughout  our  Conference;   continued  his  work  towards  the  doc- 
torate at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  while  teaching  one 
course  in  Marriage  at  the  University  from  January  to  June.  In 
cai-rying  out  these  various  projects  he  drove  his  car  approxi- 
mately 18,000  miles,   delivered  223  lectures  and  sermons,  (in- 
cluding discussion  sessions  led)  with  attendance  totaling  ap- 
proximately 4,200  at  all  sessions,  and  held  approximately  100 
counseling  interviews. 

Following  are  fuller  details  regarding  the  above  summary 
report: 


Institutes  Held 

Most  of  the  Family  Life  Institutes  held  this  year  were  of 
three-days'   length,  with  special  sessions  arranged  at  differ- 
ent hours  for  both  young  people  and  adults.     Usually  the  youth 
sessions  were  held  in  the  local  high  school  and  were  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  local  PTA  and/or  the  local  church.     This  re- 
sulted in  a  larger  numuor  of  young  people  being  reached  uy  the 
institute,   and  in  giving  the  institute  more  of  a  community 
flavor .

Duke  University  Student  Sessions 


The  director  led  discussion  groups  on  Preparation  for 
Marriage  for  three  different  Duke  University  Student  groups 
during  the  year:     One  vjas  under  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Stu- 
dent Group  and  was  a  part  of  a  three-day  Career  Clinic  held  on 
the  campus;   another  session  was  held  under  auspices  of  the 
YMCA;  while  the  third  was  a  forum  with  the  V/estminstcr  Student 
gr  oup . 

Training  Schools 

Although  man;;^"  requests  v^ere  received  for  teacJrjing  in  our 
various  leadership  training  schools,    it  was   impossible  to  ac- 
cept all  of  the  invitations.     The  di2:'ector  taught  in  three  of 
the  conference   schools,  hovjever,   as  follows:     Henderson ,  Janu- 
ary 23-31;  Kipling,   May  4-6;   and  New  Bern,  Septem  er  2&-30, 

Assemblies 

A  course  in  Friendship  and  Marriage  was  offered  in  each 
of  our  Louisburg  Youth  Assemblies  this  year.     Through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Louisburg  College  an  office  v;as  made  available  for 
the  director  for  the  entire  three  weeks  for  his  own  personal 
work  and  for  counseling  purposes «     Several  interviews  were 
held  each  day  with  young  people  seeking  guidance  in  the  area 
of  courtship  and  preparation  for  marriage. 

Two  weeks  were  spent  at  Camp  Don -Lee  where  the  director 
and  his  wife  served  as  counselors  for  the  junior  campers  while 
having  their  two  rsons  enrolled  in  the  camp  program. 

Special  Conferences  Attended 

A  number  of  significant  conferences  and  workshops  on  fam- 
ily life  were  held  during  the  year  in  various  parts  of  the 
nation,  and  two  of  them  were  of  particular  interest  to  Metho- 
dists,    From  July  6-25  a  Seminar  on  the  Church  and  Family  vi/as 
held  at  Boston  University,  under  the  joint  sponsorship  of 
Boston  University  and  the  Departm.ent  of  Christian  Family  Life 
of  the  General  '  oard  of  Education.     Approximately  30  ministers, 
with  som.e  specialized  interest  in  family  life  education,  were 
given  scholarships  to  cover  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  Semi- 
nar to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  attend.,     Under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Edward  Staples,   of  the  General  Board,  Dr,  Donald 
Maynard,  of  Boston  University  School  of  Theology,  and  Profes- 
sor Rollin  J.  Fairbanks  of  The  Episcopal  Seminary,  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  and  with  every  delegate  participating  in  special  pro- 
jects,   the  Seminar  was  about  the  most  fruitful  of  any  of  the 
various  conferences  or  workshops  on  family  life  sponsored  by 
the  Methodist  Churchy 

Another  conference  of  equal  significance  for  those  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  was  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  on 
Family  Life  held  at  Lake  Junaluska,  August  25-29.  Under  the 
dynamic  leadership  of  I ishop  Hazen  G,  V/erner,  and  with  five  of 
the  best-trained  leaders  in  family  life  education  in  the  South- 
east serving  as  workshop  chairmen,  this  conference  was  notable 
for  the  amount  of  real,   constructive  work  done.     Although  not 
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so  well  attended  as  its  planners  had  hoped  it  marks  a  real 
milestone  ih  the  fast  developing  family  life  movement  in  the 
Methodist  Church, 

The  director  ¥«as  a  participant  also  in  the  15th  Annual 
Groves  Conference  on  Marriage  and  the  Family  held  at  North 
Carolina  College  April  21-23,   l eing  in  charge  of  a  LOok  dis- 
play which  featured  1,300  volumes,  of  fairly  recent  date,  in 
the  vaious  fields  of  family  life  education. 

During  the  year  the  writer  preached  in  many  of  the  chur- 
ches in  which  institutes  were  held,  as  a  special  feature  of 
the  institute,  and  was  guest  preacher  for  VV.  D.  Cavincss,  at 
St.  Luke's  in  Goldsboro,  November  11,  and  for  Rev«  Johnny 
Joyce,  in  August,  at  two  of  the  churches  of  the  Pour  Oaks 
Charge,  formerly  served  by  the  director.     The  remainder  of  my 
time  has  been  devoted  to  graduate  study  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  and  I  am  happy  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, vvhich  has  given  me  its  loyal  cooperation  during  the  past 
three  years  in  helping  to  launch  and  develop  our  conference 
program  of  family  life  education,  that  I  f-oel  that  the  degree 
for  which  I  have  been  working  is  now  "within  sight."     All  resi- 
dence work  and  language  requirem(L-nts  have  been  met  and  all 
other  requirem..nts  for  the  degree  should  be  completed  bv  June, 
1953. 

Plans  for  Next  Year 

The  director  will  continue  to  provide  Bonsultation  ser- 
vices to  our  ministers  and  churches  and  will  be  available  for 
a  limited  number  of  family  institut^  s  on  an  honorarium  and  ex- 
pense basis.     Those  desiring  institutes  ar<-.  urged  to  file 
their  requests  as  soon  as  possible

2*  DUKE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  in  Duke  Divinity  School  as  of  October  1,  19^2  totals 
2^0  students.    There  are  21?  candidates  for  the  B.D»  degree,  3  candicatcs 
for  the  M.R.E,  degree,  and  30  candidates  for  the  Ph.D.  in  religion.  A 
continuing  problem  of  the  Divinity  School  is  to  secure  scholarship  aid  for 
the  unmarried  students  and  student  charges  in  one  of  the  two  Carolina  Con- 
ferences for  the  men  with  families.    The  Bishop  and  the  District  Stiporin- 
tondonts  have  shown       earnest  desire  to  help  to  find  places  for  the  mar- 
ried students.    About  1^  men  could  not  come  to  the  Divinity  School  this 
fall  because  appointments  vrere  not  available  for  them. 

The  Divinity  School,  representing  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Conference,  conducts  each  summer  a  School  for  Approved  Supply  Pastors. 
The  dates  for  this  school  for  19^3  are  Jvme  1^30.    It  sponsors  the  Chris- 
tian Convocation  held  each  year  at  the  University,  supplying  especially 
the  James  A.  Gray  Lectures.    Dr.  Charles  W.  Gilkey  is  the  Gray  Lecturer 
for  1953  and  Bishop  Fred  P.  Corson  will  be  Convocation  Preacher*    A  Min- 
isters' Loan  Library  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  ministers  in  service  is 
also  operated.    The  Phillips  Brooks  Club,  a  study  group  for  ministers  in 
service,  is  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Divinity  School,  Exten- 
sion seminars  are  conducted  each  year,  one  in  each  of  the  Carolina  Con- 
ferences.   The  seminar  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  the  present 
year  will  be  conducted  at  Kinstoh,  North  Carolina,  January  22  and  23,  The 
seminar  for  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  will  bo  conducted  at 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  January  19  and  20.

ycar,  oonstjnictiivo  adctialstratlon  of  Prcsidont  Luthor  L.  Gobbcl  came  to 
a  conclusion.    These  years  saw  important  developments  in  the  physical  fa- 
cilities of  the  College  and  tho  contiming  growth  of  tho  intellectual  and 
religious  factors  irhich  havo  oado  ^Scconsboro  CoUcgo  Influential  boyond 
her  numbers  through  tho  gonomtlsna.    Ur.  Gdbbcl  goes  to  the  prosidoncy  of 
Lambuth  College  in  Jackson^  Tennessee;  in  his  place  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  solected  Dr.  Harold  Hutson,  fonaorly  Chairman  of  the  Departmsnt  of 
Religion  at  Ohio  Wcsleyan  University  and  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Annual  Coti- 
fcrcncc* 

The  College  has  spent  a  full  and  profitable  year.  The  James  Addison 
Jones  Library  and  the  Arts  and  Science  Building  have  been  used  to  a  maxi- 
mum degree.    Tho  generosity  of  Mr,  George  Finch  has  provided  funds  for  a 
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Chapel  in  mciaoiy  of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Hannah  BroMi  Finch.    To  relievo  con- 
gestion in  Main  Building,  a  new  dormitory  is  urgently  needed.    A  gyinnas- 
iun  Y/ould  enable  us  to  pay  proper  attention  to  the  "sound  body"  as  well  as 
the  "sound  mind".    Tho  faculty  salary  structure  must  be  strengthened  to 
permit  us  to  retain  o\ir  good  teachers  and  attract  others  who  will  be  need- 
ed for  additions  and  replacements.    The  Library  must  increase  its  rate  of 
purchases  to  keep  pace  with  expanding  research  and  publication.  Renova- 
tions and  replacement  of  some  existing  equipment  Yri-11  bring  us  only  to  the 
point  of  comfort  enjoyed  by  our  students  in  their  homes.    We  have  each  year 
the  discouraging  task  of  refusing  scholarship  help  to  raary  worthy  girls. 

Tfe  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  fine,  lead- 
ership of  the  Methodist  College  Foundation  and  its  staff  for  the  promotion 
of  tho  United  College  Appeal.    The  Church  at  large  merits  our  deepest 
gratitude  for  its  support  of  the  College  Sustaining  Fund,  and  the  Board  of 
Education  has  always  been  most  understanding  of  our  problems  and  opporti.m- 
ities. 

For  tho  past  scholastic  year  Greensboro  College  had  a  total  of  368 
students  representing  sjjc  states  and  one  foreign  countr^^o    North  Carolina 
furnished  88,7  per  cent  of  the  total.

The  crjrollnent  of  High  Point  College;  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1952, 
was  as  follows:     Suiamer  School,  1^53;  Extension,  85;  Regular  Sessions,  655; 
making  a  total  of  1,193.    Of  the  enrollment  in  the  regular  sessions,  95^-3 
per  cent  of  the  students  were  from  North  Carolina,     Of  the  total  enroll- 
ment, 58  per  cent  were  Methodist  students. 

The  audit  as  of  May  31  showed  the  valu^'  of  land,  buildings,  and  equip- 
ment to  be  $l,506,722c27,  based  on  1952  evaluations,  an  increase  of  $378/ 
370, US  during  the  year.    The  audit  shows  ^559,U30.29  in  the  endowment  fund^ 
an  increase  of  $11,933.68  during  the  year.    The  College  closed  the  fiscal 
year  with  no  indebtedness,  other  than  current  bills.    During  the  fiscal 
year  the  College  operated  at  the  not  surplus  of  $392.97. 
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For  tho  acadcLLic  year  there  v/cro  $2  faculty  and  staff  members  • 


During  the  scholastic  year  the  College  Gnrol]-cd  52  ministerial  stu- 
dentsj  23  children  ox  ministers,  I6  children  from  orphanages.    The  College 
made  concession  to  these  groups  n'ji  the  total  amount  of  $10, 292  c 95 »  These 
figures  do  not  include  approximately  25  girls  v/ho  were  majoring  in  Religious 
Education  but  for  whom  no  money  vras  av-iilable  for  concessions, 

Attention  is  called  to  the  strengthening  of  the  academic  program  dur- 
ing the  past  three  years*    The  education  and  degrees  of  the  facial ty  have 
been  increased  appreciably.    Additional  professors  with  PhoD  degrees  have 
bi^en  employed.    Admission  requirer.onts  have  been  rais<.d,  and  academic  re- 
quirements have  been  increasv^d^    These  liighcr  standards,  along  Yd.th  tho  loss 
of  D.on  students  to  m.ilitary  service,  have  resulted  in  a  decreased,  although 
still  very  good,  enrollment  which  will  continue  until  such  time  that  tho 
Ga  I,  students  begin  to  return  in  nTmbcrs  from  the  military  service.  The 
effect  of  this  decreased  enrollment  upon  the  revenues  of  tho  College  is  ob- 
vious.   ITiilc  we  arc  not  asking  for  an  increase  in  our  appropriations  for 
current  operations,  the  30%  of  the  Sustaining  Fund  and  the  $5^000  appro- 
priation through  the  Board  of  Education  now  bcj.ng  received,  represent  the 
absolute  minimum  on  which  the  College  can  operate  and  maintain  its  present 
accr..ditment  and  standards, 

MTa  Blaine  Madison  of  Raleigh  has  been  reelected  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  succeed  himself  for  another  four-year  term  expiring  in  1956.  Ivlr-i 
Felix  Harvey  III  of  Kinston  has  been  elected  to  a  full  four-year  term  ex- 
piring in  19560     The  Board  of  Trustees  of  High  Point  College  respectfully 
recommends  that  thesu  elections  be  confirmed  by  the  Conference.

Louis burg  College  is  now  in  tho  process  of  being  investigated  by  the 
Higher  Commission  of  the  Southom  Association  for  membership  in  that  Asso- 
ciation,   Improvements  in  the  physical  plant  of  the  College  are  being  made 
Y^hercver  money  is  available,  and  the  grade  of  Virork  being  done  by  the  insti- 
tution is  being  maintained  on  a  good  level. 

As  the  expenses  of  Louisbujrg  College  arc  kept  at  an  absolute  minimumj 
the  annual  appropriation  of  $5^000  and  tho  Sustaining  Fund  have  been  essen- 
tial to  the  continued  life  and  contribution  of  the  College, 

During  the  year  ahead,  indications  are  that  the  religious  life  of  tho 
College  is  being  strengthened  and,  as  a  result,  the  college  program  will 
contribute  more  and  more  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference.

Pfeiff.,r  Junior  College  at  JtLsenheiner,  N.  C.  is  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The 
president  of  the  conference  Woman^s  Society  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  college  as  is  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Education,    The  college  assets  are  of  one  and  a  half -mil lion  dollar 
value,  with  no  indebtedness.    At  present,  there  is  an  enrollment  of  21$  stu- 
dents and  31  officers  and  teachers. 

The  college  offers  a  workshop  plan  to  students  of  little  financial 
means  that  will  help  to  a  large  extent  to  defray  his  college  expenses.  A 
large  percent  of  the  students  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity.

The  col- 
lege prides  itself  on  its  splendid  Christian  education  program.  It  is  mak- 
ing a  worthy  contribution  to  the  education  of  Ilethodists  as  v/ell  as  thpse 
students  of  other  denominations.

The  Pastors'  School  for  19$2  v/as  held  at  Duke  University  as  part  of 
the  Christian  Convocation  June  3-6.    Agencies  participating  in  the  Convoca- 
tion are  The  Divinity  School  of  Duke  University,  The  Board  of  Ilinistcrial 
Training  of  the  Ifethodist  Church,  The  North  Carolina  Rural  Church  Institute, 
and  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  North  Carolina  Pastors'  School. 

Attendance  at  the  19^2  Convocation  again  showed  a  gratifying  increase 
in  registered  attendance  over  the  previous  year,  a  total  of  Ul3» 

Regular  instructors  were;    Dr.  E.  D.  C.  Brev/er,  The  TVork  of  the  Rural 
Church;  Dr.  A.  J.  Walton,  Parish  Evangelism;  Dr.  ¥.  D.  Davies,  The  Theology 
of  Paul;  and  Ilrs.  W.  R.  Reed,  The  Vacstion  Church  School,    Special  lectter- 
ers  were  Bishop  Paul  N.  Garber,  ILthodist  Missions  in  Totalitarian  Coun- 
tries; Bishop  Coston  J.  Harrell,  Vforship;  Ilrs,  E.  L.  Hillman,  The  Vfork  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service;  and  Mr.  E.  L#  Tullis,  The  Church 
Extension  Program  of  the  Church.    Morning  Devotional  services  were  held  in 
York  Chapel  of  the  Divinity  School  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Spence,  Dr,  W.  A«  Kale, 
and  Dr.  Howard  P.  Powell, 

By  a  change  of  plan  on  the  part  of  the  Convocation  Management,  the 
James  A.  Gray  Lectures  v/ore  separated  from  the  evening  Services  of  Worship,

IV.    REPORTS  OF  STUDENT  RELIGIOUS  ViTORK 

INTER-CONFERENCE  GOIZIISSION  ON  STUDENT  RELIGIOUS  V/ORK  (VffiSLEY  FOUNDATION) 
OF  THE  YffiSTERN  NORTH  CAROLINi'^  AND  NORTH  C/JIOLINA  CONFERENCES  OF  THE 
METHODIST  CHURCH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1951-1952 

The  Commission  is  glad  to  report  well-eatablish-^d  Foundations  at  Duke 
University,  and  at  th®  three  units  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill,  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women  at  Greensboro,  and  State 
College  at  Raleigh.    All  are  operating  with  trained  and  competent  directors 
and  have  the  hearty  support  of  Methodist  students  in  each  case.    R.  Harold 
Hipps  has  served  as  State  Director,  on  a  volunteer  basis,  Y/ith  small  honora- 
rium and  provision  for  travel,  postage,  etc.     Help  has  also  been  given,  as 
may  be  found  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission,  at  Appala- 
chian State  Teacher's  Colleg>-.^  Boone;  East  Carolina  College,  Greenville, 
Davidson  College,  Davidson;  l/.CoT.C,  Cullowhee;  and  Catawba  College,  Salis- 
bury. 

V/e  believe  no  enterprise  of  the  Conferences  is  more  significant  or  im- 
portant than  this  contact  which  the  church  makes  with  college  and  university 
students,  or  will  pay  larger  dividends,  in  proportion  to  investment,  in 
terms  of  church  loyalty  among  future  leaders  of  chiirch  and  community  life. 

The  Commission  has  held  its  annual  meeting.    Prior  to  that  mov^ting, 
held  in  May,  six  or  eight  meetings  of  a  sub-committee  were  held,  at  Greens- 
boro, Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  and  Raleigh,  to  make,  so  far  as  possible,  a  con- 
prehensive  survey  of  the  needs  at  the  various  Foundations*    Survey  Question- 
naires Yirerc  sent  to  these  and  other  institutions.    After  long  study  the  sub- 
committee reported  certain  recommendations  to  the  annual  mxceting  of  the  Com- 
mission, which  after  further  study,  have  become  a  part  of  the  requests  pre- 
sented to  the  Annual  Conferences  through  the  Commissions  on  V/orld  Service  and 
Finance* 
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These  rccoinncndations  cnbody  roquusts  for  substantial  and  yet  nodcst 
increases  in  appropriations  for  annual  operation,  including  snail  additions 
to  salaries  of  directors.    Furthermore,  v^o  have  requested  an  appropriation 
of  $10,000  each  year  of  the  quadrcnniun  for  erection  of  Foundation  facilities 
at  Duke;  at  T/oman's  College  in  connection  T/ith  buildings  projected  at  College 
Place  Church;  and  at  State  College  in  sinilar  manner  with  Fairmont  Church, 
making  a  total  of  $30,000.00  per  year  for  the  next  four  years  to  be  divided 
on  a  6O-UO  basis  between  the  Western  N.  C»  and  N.  C*  Conferences.     In  each 
case  the  constituency  of  the  institution  concerned  is  requested  to  raise  an 
additional  ^i)60,000  during  the  quadrenniun,  thus  providing  for  each  Foundation 
faciliti>.s  costing  approximately  §100,000, 

The  Commission  bolioves  that  conditions,  needs,  and  opportunities  real- 
ly warrant  these  requests  and  these  plans  for  the  immediate  and  longer-term 
service  of  our  young  men  and  women,  and  through  them,  of  the  church  and  the 
state  and  society  in  general. 

It  should  bo  said  here  that  all  mcmoers  of  the  Commission  appreciate 
the  support  of  the  conferences  up  to  this  time  and  confidently  hope  for  lar- 
ger support,  and  for  increas^-d  effectiveness  of  the  v/ork  ivith  which  our  sev- 
eral Foundations  arc  charged.

This  organizcjd  program  of  religious  activity  and  service  on  each  cam- 
pus in  the  state  is  promot^^d  through  the  North  Carolina  Methodist  Student 
Ilovement  and  its  Statu  Student  Council.  The  State  Director  of  the  lISM  work- 
ing T/ith  the  State  Student  Council  s^eks:  to  serve  continuously  for  the  ex- 
tension and  intensification  of  Methodist  student  work;  to  serve  as  an  agency 
for  the  execution  of  state-v/ide  student  projects  and  to  cooperate  with  other 
youth  agencies;  to  plan  and  execute  the  annual  state  student  and  leadership 
training  retreats* 

During  the  year  19^1-^2  the  program  of  the  IBM  in  North  Carolina  has 
been  greatly  strengthened  through  more  determined  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
students  making  up  the  State  Council,    These  officers  are  elected  at  the 
State  Conference  held  annually  in  February.

Methodist  student  groups  are  actively  organized  on  30  campuses  through- 
out the  state.    The  State  Director  has  visited  more  than  half  of  these  cam- 
puses during  the  past  year  to  give  personal  direction  to  the  liSM  program  in 
the  local  units »    The  Director  and  Representatives  of  the  State  Student 
Council  have  represented  the  MSM  as  members  of  the  Inter-Conf orence  Commis- 
sion on  Student  Work  and  the  Boards  of  Education  in  the  North  Carolina  and 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conferences ,    The  State  Director  has  served  as 
the  North  Carolina  MSM  representative  in  the  National  Methodist  Student 
Workers  Association  and  the  National  Conference  MSM. 

Under  the  very  limited  leadership  from  the  State  Director,  but  with  ex- 
panded and  enthusiastic  student  leadership,  we  feel  the  MSM  program  in
